The Dress of ftamoan Women. 



- Ths costume of the women is some- 
what scanty, .owing to the warmth of 
tho climate, b*ut for comfort and 'ease 
of movement could hardly ■ be sur- 
passed. They only wear two garments, 
tho "tepota," whleh might In 'called 
the waist of the gown, and, the "lara- 
lara," answering to the skirt. The 
tepota la simply a long piece of cloth 
or other material, the width ol the 
shoulders of the wearer, with a hole 
out In ths mlddls for the head.' It 
ei lends nearly to the knees In front 
and behind,* and of course loaves ths 
arms and sides oxposed. Tho topota 
Is the special pride of the wearer, and 
and la made nf many pieces of ths 
most gaudily colored calico, cloth or 
silk. The litra-lam consists simply of 
a square of cloth or- tine mat wound 
around the body and fastened at the 
waist by locking coo end inside the 
first fold— a constantly slipping out 
requiring frequent readjustment*. If 
the weather ho warm tbe "tepota" la 
slipped off and carried over tho . arm. 
bonnets', shoes, and stockings aro al- 
most unknown, and Indeed In this de- 
lightfully warm climate thoy aro un- 
necessary. On Sundays, however, the 
mutrons and elderly women wear a 
loose, flowing gown u neon flood at the 
waist, and occasionally the most gor- 
geous kind uf bonnets. Tho men usu- 
ally wear but one garment In addition 
lo tho ordinary., breech cloth— a large 
piece of cloth or "tapa" fastened 
around tho waist, or enveloping ths 
whole body In culd weather or nn oc- 
casions of full dress.— A Naval Ofllcer.
